Herbs should have a place in every garden. Any good housekeeper knows the value of the little patch of herbs upon which she 
sakes daily drafts in the summer, and which furnishes such a nice collection of dried herbs for winter seasoning, while as domestic 
medicines several kinds are held in high repute.
